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Brief History of St. John’s 


1891-1915 


The history of St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran congregation begins with the 
earnest and untiring efforts of several members of Zion German congregation to 
establish English Lutheran work in our city—a work whose need they felt to be 
quite imperative. Their persistent efforts were finally rewarded with success, 
when at its January meeting in 1891, Zion congregation resolved to call a teacher 
for the third class in its parochial school, with the condition that said teacher 
also serve as English Lutheran missionary. ) 

Several calls were extended without success, but finally the call was accepted 
by the Rev. Theodore Huegli, of New Orleans, La., who assumed charge of the 
work in August of the same year. Services were held in Zion church (Sunday 
evening) and the catechetical class room of Zion’s school building. 


An organization was effected October twenty-fifth. Mr. H. E. Shook was 
elected secretary, Mr. Samuel Herr, treasurer. The original members of St. 
John’s, as nearly as can be learned, were Mr. and Mrs. George A. Shook, Mr. H. E. 
Shook, Mr. Samuel Herr, Mr. and Mrs. August Street, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Clause, Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Wagoner, Miss Hannah Herr, Miss Tena Herr, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Herman Manthey. 

The first catechetical class, numbering four young people, was confirmed 
Palm Sunday, 1892. In July of that year a building site was purchased at the 
corner of Sweitzer Ave. and Crosier St. 

Work on the foundation of the church building had been started, when, in 
January 1893, the Rev. Huegli accepted and followed a call to Pittsburgh, Pa. 
As a result of his departure work on the church building was discontinued until 
a successor should be secured. 

The Rev. J. G. Nickel was the second pastor of St. John’s. His installation 
took place on September twenty-fourth, 1893, the Rev. W. H. Lothmann officiat- 
ing. Services were still being held in Zion’s school building. Shortly after his 
arrival the Rev. Nickel organized a Sunday-school with an. enrollment of twelve 
scholars. According to his entry, the pastor of St. John’s did not at this time 
teach in Zion’s school, but the latter congregation agreed to support the work 
of St. John’s to the extent of $200 per annum. November first, 1893, the numer- 
ical strength of St. John’s was 21 communicant and 9 voting members. 

In October, 1894, the congregation was incorporated under the laws of Ohio. 
In the same year the Coburn Street property—then well adapted and conveniently 
located for the work of St. John’s—was bought at “a very low figure,” as the 
chronicle of the congregation has it. The lot previously purchased was disposed 
of and the erection of a church building on the new site zealously begun. The 
building was designed and erected by Mr. Samuel Herr. 
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The corner stone of the first church was laid December sixteenth, 1894, the 
Revs. Nickel and Lothmann officiating. The dedication of the building followed 
on June thirtieth of the next year. Three services were held, the Rev. O. Kaiser, 
of Buffalo, N. Y., preaching at the morning service, the Rev. Lothmann in the 
afternoon, and the pastor in the evening. The following from the church record, 
as entered by the Rev. Nickel, will both testify to the sacrificing spirit of the 
members at that time, as also inspire the present members to emulate their ex- 
ample: “The offering reached the gratifying sum of $113.56.” 

That there was a live missionary spirit amongst the members is evident from 
the fact that the first mission festival was held on the evening following the day 
of dedication. é 

From time to time payments were made on the church debt. In connection 
with a payment of $400 in 1901, the pastor made the following entry: “It is 
worthy of special mention that two members, Mr. George A. Shook and Mr. Sam- 
uel Herr, placed mortgages on their own property, to provide funds for the con- 
gregation in time of great need.” 

In January, 1903, the Rev. Nickel received and accepted a call to the parish 
at Strasburg and Shelbyville, Ill. He preached his farewell sermon February 
twenty-second. 

The Rev. W. C. Miller was his successor as pastor of St. John’s. The church 
book contains no record either of the date of his installation or of his departure, 
hence these cannot be given with accuracy. The communion record, however, 
would indicate that he served from early in 1903 to late in 1904. Up to this 
time St. John’s had been in synodical connection with the English Synod of 
Missouri, with which body it had affiliated itself in 1895. During the Rev. Miller’s 
pastorate doctrinal controversy arose, resulting in the secession of part of the 
membership, which organized the Concordia congregation, still in connection with 
the Missouri Synod. 

Through the efforts of the Rev. L. H. Burry, of Massillon, O., and of the Rev. 
L. F. Meyer, of Canton, O., Grace English Lutheran mission, under the auspices 
of the Joint Synod of Ohio and in charge of the Rev. J. E. Albrecht, was organ- 
ized in 1908. A consolidation with this mission was effected by those who re- 
mained loyal to St. John’s, and since that time the congregation has been in 
synodical connection with the Joint Synod of Ohio. The Rev. Miller severed his 
connection with the Missouri Synod, accepting a pastorate with a congregation of 
the General Council, and the Rev. Albrecht followed a call to another field. 

St. John’s, again vacant, extended a call to the Rev. E. C. Billing, of MeZena, 
Ohio, whose successful pastorate covered the period from the beginning of 1905 
to the close of 1909. Under his leadership the congregation flourished, growing 
in numerical strength and efficiency. Towards the latter part of his pastorate 
the growing need of a new church building was responsible for the purchase of a 
site at Buchtel Ave. and S. High St. at a cost of $5,000. 
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Late in 1909 the Rev. Billing received and accepted a call from the First 
English Lutheran congregation, Detroit, Mich. He preached his farewell sermon 
the last Sunday in 1909. 


After several unsuccessful attempts to fill the pulpit, the congregation ex- 
tended a call to the present pastor, then located at Mars, Pa. The call was ac- 
cepted, the pastor assuming charge July first, and being installed by the Rev. 
G. B. Tejan July seventeenth, 1910. From April to June inclusive the congrega- 
tion was served by the Rev. A. E. Krause, then without a permanent charge. 


Previous to the arrival of the present pastor a payment of $1325 was made 
on the Buchtel Ave. lot. It was also decided to move the old house on Coburn 
Street to the rear of the lot and erect a modern parsonage on its site. Work 
was begun in July, the new house being ready for occupancy November twenty- 
second. These building operations entailed an expenditure of some $3,000. Dur- 
ing the latter months of 1910 another effort was made to reduce the debt on the 
new church site. Through the combined efforts of congregation, Luther League, 
Ladies’ Aid Society and Sunday-school about $1,000 were raised. 


At the annual meeting of the congregation in January, 1911, a debt reducing 
plan known as the Card Share Plan was introduced. Up to the close of 1914 
this plan has netted the congregation $3,236.14. The envelope system was also 
introduced for raising benevolent contributions. 

At the January meeting in 1912 it was resolved to organize a Men’s Club. 
This organization was effected with 43 charter members January twenty-third. 


At this same meeting a recommendation of the Council led to the appoint- 
ment of a committee to present to the congregation at its April meeting a defi- 
nite plan, looking to the erection of a new church building on the Buchtel Ave. 
site. The proposition of this committee was unanimously accepted at the April 
meeting and a Building Committee composed of Messrs. H. E. Shook, A. C. 
Simmons, E. J. Shook, W. F. Schellin, W. H. Wagoner, George Eippert, S. G. 
Schweikert, S. H. Heller and the pastor, was elected to retain an architect to 
prepare plans and specifications, to secure bids and to let contract for the new 
building. It was the intention to begin to build in the Spring of 1918. Disap- 
pointing bids, however, delayed the project until the following year. 


During 1912 the basement of the old church was considerably enlarged and 
made fit for Sunday-school and other uses. This work was in large measure the 
result of the Luther League’s activity. 


At a special meeting of the congregation March twenty-third, 1913, it was 
resolved to dispose of the Buchtel Ave. site and to purchase a lot at Bowery and 
Cedar Streets for $8,000. The sale of the Buchtel Ave. lot was consummated 
the following January. For this lot the congregation received $17,811.34, an in- 
crease of almost $13,000 over the purchase price. 
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This sale gave impetus to the building project. Continued disappointing 
experience with bidders led the Committee to the decision to give the work to 
Schweikert Brothers, members of the congregation, on a percentage basis. 

Ground was broken for the new church March thirty-first, 1914. The corner- 
stone was laid May twenty-fourth, the pastor being assisted by the Rev. G. M. 
Schmucker, of Canton, O., who preached the sermon. The following articles were 
placed in the copper box in the stone:—A Bible, a catechism, a hymnal, constitu- 
tion of the congregation, a brief history of the congregation, names of the offi- 
ciating pastors, of the Church Council, of the Building Committee, of the archi- 
tect, of the building contractors, and of the officers of the various church organ- 
izations, a copy of the order of services and copies of the current issues of the 
Lutheran Standard, Lutheran Youth and the local newspapers. Much the worse 
from the effects of dampness the contents of the old corner stone could not be 
transferred to the new, but have been placed in the archives of the congregation. 

The first issue of St. John’s Parish Visitor, a monthly paper made possible 

through the kindness of the Brotherhood, was distributed in May. 
4 In September, 1914, an offer of $7,500 was received for the old church build- 
ing and part of the Coburn St. lot from the Hungarian Reformed congregation. 
The Trustees were empowered to negotiate a sale on these terms. The deal was 
closed September sixteenth. 

January third of the present year the congregation was privileged to use the 
Sunday-schools rooms of the new building for the first time. Since then all 
services and meetings have been held there. 

Excellent progress has been made on the new building, and arrangements 
have been completed for its dedication Sunday, April twenty-fifth. Three ser- 
vices will be held. At the morning service the sermon will be preached by the 
Rev. C. H. L. Schuette, D. D., President of the Joint Synod, the Rev. G. B. Tejan, 
of Avalon, Pa., will preach in the afternoon, and at the evening service the Rev. 
F .B. Hax, of Massillon, O., will deliver the sermon. 

Space forbids individual mention of the activities of the various organiza- 
tions and of the memorials placed by them. All have contributed to the success- 
ful prosecution of the work. 

We would dedicate the new house of worship with genuine gratitude to the 
Lord of the church for His mercies, as also with the fervent prayer that it may 
prove an acceptable offering to His service and praise.
